Oats and Oil—A Look at Horsepower 
Headaches Both Yesterday and Today 


By NPN Staff Writer 


There was a time, which old-timers 
may recall with some degree of nos 
talgia, when oil company transporta 
tion managers had as their most seri 
ous problems such things as ‘colic 
pulled tendons, galled shoulders, over 
trimmed frogs, thrown shoes,” et« 

It can't be said that managers in 
those days, nor their hired help, were 
not a hardy lot and therefore suscep 
tible to these ailments. It was strict 
ly a four-legged occupational imple- 
ment known as the horse which gave 
them their principal worry. But at 
least the horse was a step forward 
from the time when man toted the 
load himself and himself suffered 
from “colic, pulled tendons, galled 
shoulders,” et« 

This line of thought is prompted 
by a reading of a section from an old 
Crew-Levick Manual issued some 35 
or 40 years ago by R. Choate, vic« 
president and general manager of 
Crew-Levick Co. before it was pur 
chased by Cities Service Ray L 
Cunningham of Lion Oil Co., El Do 
rado, Ark., sent a photostat of the 
section to NPN

Entitled Care and Feeding 
Horses During Summer the section 
recommends 

“Months—Oats and bran make a 
good summer food. Give about six 
quarts of oats to a feeding, with a 


60 


quart of bran added night and morn 
ing. Feed dry. Corn is a poor summer 
food, because it is too heating. Wher« 
conditions require the feeding of corn 
it should be used with at least one or 
two quarts of bran so that the horse 
will masticate the corn thoroughly 
and thus prevent colic (and inciden- 
tally, the driver's having to sit up 
all night with a sick horse) 


‘Fifteen pounds of mixed hay 
(timothy and clover make the best 
mixture) should be served at night 
The best way to give salt to a horse 
is in lump or brick, leaving it where 
he may lick it from time to time 


“A horse should be watered before 
feeding in the morning and then at 
least every three hours while on the 
street it should be sponged off and 
given a swallow or two of water 
Horses should never be taken out of 
a walk and should never be either 
fed or watered while heated 

“Horse Shoeing Frog 
shoes should be used in front without 
heel or toe Heel and toe shoes on 
rear feet. The use of frog pressure 
shoes in front gives the frog (horny 
pad on the sole of a horse's foot) a
